IRRIGATION FARMER'S SUCCESS 


As an instance of successful irrigation 
farming the Lethbridge Herald quotes

present year, all Canadian Pacific 
Railway financing has been done 
abroad, principally in Great Britain 


or in United States, in which mar- 
kets the company’s securities rank as 
market leaders. For example, in 1902 
the company’s 4% debenture stock 
sold in London at 118%, to yield only 
3.37% at a time when direct Dominion 
of Canada long term bonds were sell- 
ing at approximately the same basis.
